Investigating Committee Is 
Also Told That Members 
of Association Lobbied to 
Get Him Salary Increase.

The joint councilmanic committee en- 
®Saged in the investigation of “graft” 
charges against City Electrician R. C. 
Turner was startled yesterday by tes- 
timony which hinted that the Elecktron 
Company was organized by electrical 
contractors for the purpose of creating 
& monopoly in their favor on all elec- 
trical work in Atlanta. 

Ex-members:- of the association told 
the committee that W. L. Smith. secre- 
tary of the association, mailed out 
daily reportstothe members. Thesere- 
ports referred to contracts in prospect, 
and were also a means of letting the 
members know when each other bid on 
SOmoe particular work. If a member of 
the association had a bid on the par- 
ticular job the other members would 
not make a bid. 

Gave Turner $180. 

“Jack” J. Peters, president of the 
Cotton States Electric company, tolo 
the committee that the association gave 
City Eléctrician Turner $180 at one 
time. He had positive knowledge of 
the transaction, he said. At other 
times, he said, the association ‘“‘helped 
Turner out of the hole” by raising 
money for him. 

“I guess if it was all counted up it 
would amount to $700 or $800,’ Peters 
testified. 

Feters was the only witness who told 
the committee that he had positive 
knowledge of Turner receiving money. 
He identified one of the “daily reports” 
of the Blektron company.” -The report 
included a financial statement. of 
Treasurer Smith. One item was enter- 
ed, “For luncheon to R. C. T., $14,” and 
another item was entered, “To R. C. T., 
$180.’ Peters admitted, on cross-exam- 
Inatiog however that he was not pos- 
itive that the money was actually paid 
over to the city electrician. 

Witnesses—mostly all electrical con- 
tractors, some ex-members of the as- 
sociation, and others still members— 
testified that they had heard it dis- 
cussed ‘at the meetings which were held 
daily in the Wesley Memorial building, 
that the association contemplated giv- 
ing Turner something. They said that 
in so far as knowing that Turner re- 
ceived any money they had no positive 
knowledge. 

J. F. Ryan told the committee that 
“Jack” Peters bought the watch for 
Turner. The timepiece was presented 
to the city electrician at a luncheon 
at the Merchants and Manufacturers 
club. It was inscribed, “To R. C. Tur- 
ner, from his fellow craftsmen in ap- 
preciation of his fellowship.” 

Installed by Wlilcox Company. 

It was also brought out during the 
hearing that the conduits and cables 
which were torn from the Hurt build- 
ing by Turner were installed by the 
Wilcox Electric company. M. H. Suger- 
man, architect in charge of the build- 
ing, told the committee that it was his 
understanding that the Wilcox compa- 
ny was threatened with a strike in 
Birmingham for declaring “open shop,” 
and it was feared that the strike 
would extend to Atlanta. He said that 
it was his belief that the Wilcox com- 
pany made a contract with Peters and 
the Cotton States Electric Company to 
“esover up” the labor troubles. 

"The committee attempted to find out 
just who put in the cables which Tur- 
mer caused to be torn out, but met with 
little success. These cables, according 
to Turner, were spliced some distance 
from the junction boxes, and were a 
menace to the building and the occu- 
pants. After the cables had been torn 
out, the Cotton States Electric com- 
pany employed ex-Councilman Aldine 
Chambers and Carl N. Guess to prose- 
cute Turner on chars of unfairness, 
alleging among other things that the 
city electrician was biased because the 
Cotton States Electric company with- 
drew from the Elektron company. 

Joel Hurt, president of the Realty 
Investmeat company and owner of the 
building from which the cables were 
torn out, told the committee that he 
was responsible for the wiring being 
torn out. 

Intense Feeling Evident. 

Intense personal feeling on the part 
of attorneys on both sides caused the 
committee to decide at the outset to 
yroceed with the hearing on conform- 
Tey with rules of procedure of the su- 
perior court 

In his answer to the charges against 

is client, Turner, Carl Hutcheson de- 
nied that any money was given the city 
electrician by the Elektron company 
for the purpose of controlling him. He 
charged Attorney Chambers with be- 
ing “a tool of corporate interests,” and 
allezwed that the charges were mali- 
cious falsehoods, conjured up in the 
mind of “the conniving attorney” of 
the Cotton States Electric company. 

Attorney Chambers, in turn, 
the allegations in the answer. 

At another stage of the hearing Car] 
Samples, an electrician, testified that 
Turner was engaged in taking con- 
tracts himself. He said that Turner 
employed him for a private job of his 
own on the Georgian Terrace, and at 
another time on a private job at the 
home of Captain James W. English. 
Samples told the committee that ‘Tur- 
ner gave him a check for $9 on the 
American National bank in payment 
for his sérvices. 

“Lobbied” for Turner. 

EB. D. Peters told the committee that 
he was appointed to “lobby” in council 
in the interest of getting an increase 
in Turner's salary. He said that other 
members of the Elektron company 
served on the committee. 

The increase was. asked 
council turned it down. 

Turner's attorneys produced a letter 
from R. C. Moran, city electrician of 
Memphis. The letter was a copy of a 
letter which Moran wrote Jack Peters 
in reply to one from Peters, The let- 
ter showed that Peters had written 
Moran regarding a telegram which 
Moran sent to Turner. The telegram 
stated that Peters did not have a good 
reputation in Memphis, and, further, 
that Peters needed watching. It ap- 
pears that Peters wrote City Electri- 
cian Moran asking him if the telegram 
was a joke, also requesting that he 
(Moran) write and square him (Peters) 
with council. The letter which Moran 
- wrote back to Peters was a reiteration

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CLEMENTS TO HOLD 
HIS COMMERCE POST 


Strong Indorsement Given 
Georgian Leads President 
Wilson to _ Reconsider. 
Adamson Urges Clements.

Washington, December 8.—(Special.) 

As a result of the strong indorsement 
given the work of Judge Clements by 
shippers’ associations and members of 
congress, President Wilson has recon- 
sidered his decision not to reappoint 
the Georgian to the interstate com- 
merce commission. 
' Following a visit to the white house 
today of Representative W. C. Adam- 
son, of Géorgia, and Representative 
Frederick K. Stevens, members of the 
house committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce, Judge Clements’ pros- 
pects appeared in a more favorable 
light. They told him the entire mem- 
berhip of the committee desired Judge 
Clements reappointed, believing his 
age, judgment and experience in the 
work of the commission more valuable 
for the country thant that of a. young- 
er man’s greater physical fitness would 
make him. 

Senator LaFollette is quoted by The 
Washington Times editorially this aft- 
ernoon as haying told the president 
that there will be danger of the senate 
rejecting any: nominee appointed in 
Clements’ place. The Times, a repub- 
lican progressive paper, expresses its 
own opinion that. “Senator LaFollette 
ought tobe right, but most likely he 
is wrong.” 

What position will be awarded ex- 
Governor R. B. Glenn, of North Caro- 
lina, if Judge Clements is retained, has 
not yet been definitely settled by the 
president, according to friends of Gov- 
ernor Glenn. 

He has been suggested for secretary 
of the international joint commission, 
which has jurisdiction over the use or 
diversion of water forming the Cana- 
dian boundary. This place pays $4,500 
a vear. There is no vacancy on the 
commission itself. James A. Tawney, 
of Minnesota, former congressman; 
Obadiah Gardner, of Maine, a former 
United States senator, and George Tur- 
ner,.of Washington, are members. The 
law requires that no more than two 
| members shall be from the same polit- 
{ical party, so Mr. Tawney couldn't be 
displaced by a democrat. 

Several months ago Governor Glenn's 
friends pressed him for one. of these 
places, but found there’ was no va- 
cancy. 


GIRL-KILLING PRIEST 
ON TRIAL FOR HIS LIFE 


New York, December 8.—Hans

today for the murder of Anna Aumul- 
ler, a crime which he confessed after 
portions of the girl's body had been 
washed ashore last September by the 
Hudson river. 

His defense of insanity was made by 
his lawyers without his consent.- The 
district attorney charges that Schmidt 
is Sshamming insanity and that his plea 
to be permitted to explaté his crime in 
the electric chair is insincere.

PORPSES TOTAL 150, 
MAROONED PERSONS 
NUMBER THOUSANDS 


Death and Devastation Are 
Holding High Carnival in 
a Dozen Counties in South- 
Central Texas. 


TRYING TO SAVE LIVES, 
RESCUERS ARE DROWNED 


Pathetic Feature Is Num- 
ber of Men Who Perished 
Working to Save Others. 
Loss Almost Incalculable. 


Houston, Texas, December -8:—To- 
night the number of known dead as a 
result of the flood which has 
spread over the lowlands’ in a dozen 
counties in south-central Texas reached 
150, with several thousand refugees 
marooned in half-flooded cotton gins 
and dwelling houses, safe from the wa- 
ter for the time being, but suffering 
from hunger and exposure. Four- 
fifths of the dead and marooned were 
negro farm hands. 

Of the dead the greater number lost 
their lives in the vicinity of Bryan, 
where a 30-miie stretch of levee along 
the Brazos river crumbled under the 
pressure of the flood. 

Hempstead, in WaHer county, from 
which reports up to tonight had been 
meager, reported twenty drowned and 
others missing. Reports from half a 
dozen other small towns is Waller 
and adjoining counties,: advanced the 
total fatalities to 150 in all. 

The San Felipe section of Austin 
county, where. last night fears were 
expressed for several hundred persons 
marooned on a slight elevation receiv- 
ed a shipment of motor boats from 
Houston, which rapidly removed the 
refugees to safety. 

Freezing and Starving. 

The great danger tonight was freez- 
ing and starvation. For the second 
successive night ice was forecasts over 
the thirty-mile district about Bryan, 
where 1,800 persons, mostly negroes, 
are marooned with little food or fire. 

Urgent appeals ofr blankets and food 
were received from all over the stricken 
en district from central Texas almost to 
the gulf coast. A train load of provisions 
was ordered from Austin to Cause, in 
Milam county, on the Brazos, for 500 
marooned. Close to Simonton, in Fort 
Bend county, near the mouth of the 
Brazos river, fifty persons were shut 
up in a warehouse without food. 

The Brazos crest went through a 
dam near Richmond today, flooding a 
state convict farm. The prisoners had 
been removed. 

Texas cities today all began pour- 
ing money and supplies into the flood- 
ed district, Houston raising $8,000 in 
cash. 

The crest of the Brazos flood was 
estimated tonight to be somewhere be- 
low Hempstead, and about fifty miles 
in an airline from the mouth of the 
river. 

Danger of addittonal fatalities along 
the Colorado river, to the west of the 
Brazos, is believed oyer. The crest 
of the flood in that stream is passing 
into the gulf tonight. 

All Died in Trees.

One of the most heroic sacrifices 
was that of three young Bryan business 
men, all of whom died in a tree north 
of that city from exposure after their 
two motor boats had capsized. These 
three, Howard R. Cavitt, Clifton Elzie 
and Asa-J. Robbins, started Saturday 
noon with Tom Evans, another Bryan 
man, to carry provisions to ae point 
about twenty miles north of Bryan. 
Their boats overturned on a snag. 

Robbins, Cavitt and Evans got into 
a tree together with Elsie in a tree 
fifty yards away. 

Unable to right their boat, they 
lashed themselves to the limbs of the 
tree to await rescue. Today a negro 
passin in a skiff, attracted by faint 
cries, found the party, but, with the 
exception of Evans, all were dead. Ev- 
ans was brought to Bryan today. His 
recovery is doubtful. 

Ten freight cars loaded with 25,000 
rations, tents, cots and -blankets were 
dispatched in a special train from Gal- 
veston tonight from the quartermas- 
ters’ department of the United States 
army forrelief of flood sufferers in the 
Bryan district. The supplies were sent 
under telegraphic instructions from 
Lieutenant Colonel Charles R. Krau- 
thof, depot quermaster, who is at Bry- 
an aiding in rescue work. 


GOVERNMENT HELPING 
SUFFERERS BY FLOOD 


Washington, December 8.—Aid for 
the sufferers from the disastrous floods 
in Texas has been extended by the war 
department upon the basis of reports 
from Brigadier General Bliss, com- 
manding the American troops on the 
Mexican border, who has, for the mo-‘ 
ment, turned his attention from the 
war game to works of mercy. $ ee 

Reports from Lieutenant Krouthoff, 
who was sent to Bryan, Texas,- and 
Lieutenant Brown, at College station, 
were embcdied by General Bliss today 
in this statement to the war depart- 
ment: 

“Consulted with citizens’ relief com- 
mittee and estimate there were 14,000 
people in the bottoms before the floods, 
10,000 negroes and 4,000 white. Ap- 
proximately 4,000 had been rescued and 
10,000 are still in the bottoms ma- 
rooned in gin hc'uses and on the roofs 
of houses. Practically all are desti- 
tute and rations, clothing and. blankets 
are needed. They now have 100 tents, 
obtained from a college. One thausand 
more rations will be needed for ten 
days or two weeks and it is recom- 
mended that 25,000 rations and 1,000 
blankets be rushed to Bryan for imme- 
diate issue.”’ 

General Bliss said he had collected 
the necessary rations and: blankets, and 
Secretary Garrison promptly ordered 
them to be’ sent forward.

Preparing for the Worst, 
Huerta Sends His Family 
From the Mexic Capital 


FLEEING MEXICANS 
REACH THE BORDER 


Huerta’s’ Routed Northern 
Army and Accompanying 
Civilians at. Rio Grande. 
Troops Meet Fugitives. 


Texas,’ December 8&.—The 
complete route of Huerta’s federal 
army in northern Mexico, with the 
frantic flight of his generals for safe- 
ty to the border and the demoralization 
of the unpaid troops,*“was established 
with the. arrival to day at Ojinaga, 
Mexico. opposite Presidio, of the civil- 
ians who deserted Chihuahua City. 

In the remarkable hegira which 
struggled for eight days over an 185- 
mile trail through the desert and en- 
dured great hardships for want of food 
and water were General Salvador Mer- 
cado, Huerta’s deposed military gov- 
ernor and commander of the. federal 
troops in the north; General Pascual 
Orozco, General Antonio Rojas, Gener- 
al Percale Caraveo, General Ynez Sal- 
azar and a host of subordinate offi- 
cers. They had deserted their post in 
fear of General Francisco Villa’s rebel 
army and virtually had surrendered to 
the rebels Chihuahua, .the state capi- 
tal, and the largest of the far northern 
cities. 


Presidio, 


Men, Women, Children. 

Along with them came, burdened 
with what property they could carry, 
men, women and children, representing 
some of the fichest families in the re- 
public. Their flight "with the army 
was in the face of reports that they 
might expect no mercy should they fall 
into the hands of the rebels. Luis 
Terrazas, a wealthy land owner, reput- 
ed to own half of the state of Chihua- 
hua, was said to have brought with 
him a vast fortune in cash, fearing it 
might be looted by the rebels if he re- 
mained in the evacuated city. 

Witnesses viewing the - oncoming 
throng from the hills at Ojinaga re- 
ported the refugees were scattered 
a thin line for several miles into the 
interior and that the dusty confusion 
of broken-down wagons, disabled ar- 
tillery and mingling of disheartened 
soldiers and famished civilians as they 
slowly moved over the desert, present- 
ed a spectacle of universal despair. 

The fear of being unable to keep pace 
with the escorting army, of being lost 
on the desert, or caught’ by the rebels, 


added to the miseries of so preeipitate : 


a Tlight and kept the refugees in al- 
most a continuotis frénzy. “Their ar- 
rival in a panic, but unnielested. by 
the rebels, formed one of the most 
tragic incidents of the present revolu- 
tion. 
Many Marched on Foot. 

Many who had started out in vehi- 
cles later marched on foot; scores who 
attempted to carry their treasures had 


to abandon them through sheer weari-| 


so their tracks were literally 
with discarded impediments, 
bric-a-brac, and valued trin- 
ets which they had hoped to carry to 
safety. Behind them they left the 
blackened ashes of campfires, marking 
at eight stages on the trip the eight 
nights where they had camped, some- 
times in a cold wind blowing off the 
high plateau and often within the 
hearing of the howling coyotes. The 
traveling inthe daytime was some- 
times through sandstorms. It was 
impossible to estimate the number of 
refugees, but observers say they would 
total several thousand. 

Whether the federal officers and the 
soldiers would attempt to seek refuge 
in the United States was not made 
known on their arrival. Just before 
the approach of the feedrals, whose on- 
coming was announced by twenty ex- 
hausted soldiers early in the day, the 
few rebels at Ojinaga who were greatly 
outnumbered by the advancing feder- 
als, left their garrison and retreated to 
the field. Thisleft the way open for 
the federals to advance to the Rio 
Grande river without fighting. It was 
believed they probably would remain 
on the Mexican. side so long as they 
Were not pressed by the rebels. Gen- 
eral Villa’s rebel forces had been in 
pursuit of the fugitives, but the fed- 
erals, by evacuating the city unawares, 
had an advantage inpoint of time, and 
Villa’s forces were unable to overtake 
them. 

Amefféan Troops on Guard. 

United States troops were on. the 
border to take action in cases of any 
infringement of the neutrality laws. It 
was known that the authorities had 
telegraphed to El] Paso for a capias for 
the’ arrest of General Orozco, who is 
under indictment in this country.

The 
citizens, who had been. under numer- 
ous sieges and had long been isolated 
without fresh food supplies, welcomed 
the new commander as an event which 
promised an early reopening of the 
railroad and telegraph lines. The 
feeling prevailed that Villa was now in 
a position to restore the northern sec- 
tion of Mexico to a period of peace, 
since the federal troops by their volun- 
tary vacation of the territory had 
evidenced no desire to continue fight- 
ing, at least for the present. 

So far as appearances went Villa’s 
arrival in the city made no immediate 
change, for General Chao, another rebel 
leader, with several thousand men, al- 
ready had been there.

Mercury Will Drop Several 


Degrees Lower 


Weather Is General. 
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The Driskness that- comes only with 
real, Winter weather hit Atlanta Mon- 
day, following the sudden swpop of an 
icy Dildst S@mday aight from the north- 
west. By <7 clock Monday morning 
the tempeagture had dropped to 24 de- 
grees and, according to the weather 
man, the mercury will be some degrees 
lower than 24 at 7 o'clock today. 

All dayslong Monday the weather 
stayed cold @nd clear,.and it was plain- 
ly shown. that winter had arrived. The 
42-mile-an-hour gale that had swirled 
around street corners on Sunday night 
had dropped to something like 20 miles 
an hour on Monday. The icy sting of 
the breeze from the snow banks of 
Alaska lost some of its temper when 
the wind dropped, but it was.still cold 
and hevémy during the day, did the 
meroury risé above the 32-degree mark. 


Cold Weather General. 

The unexpected cold weather was not 
local to Atlanta. Macon and Augusta 
reported freezing weather, and Savan- 
nah had @ temperature of 40 degrees. 
{n all sections around Atlanta winter 
had arrived. C. F. von Herrmann, sec- 
tion director, stationed at Atianta, 
stated Monday that he believed real 
winter weather would last during the 
remainder of the season. He did not 
expect, he asserted, that it would be as 
cold every day in December as it was 
Monday, but the warm days, he de- 
Cclared, would be the exceptions from 
now on. | 

The arrival of the drop in tempera- 
ture is explained in Weather circles as 
due to the inrush of an area of high 
pressure, following the rainstorm area 
that passed over last week. The storm 
area was followed by wind that eddied 
and swirled off the peaks of the cold 
northwest and naturally had not got 
warmed up by the time it reached 
Georgia. 


A Staggering Increase. 


In Atlanta trade took on an increase 
that was almost staggering to the 
merchants, Fires burned in furnaces, 
stoves and fireplaces that had been idle 
since the cold snap in November, and 
this called for visits of the coal wagon. 
Coal dealers reaped a rich harvest and 
kept their teams busy all day and into 
the night. The class of people who, 
through necessity’ or thoughtlessness, 
wait for cold weather to buy their fuel, 
were sending in hurry-up orders by the 
score 

Clotheirs and merchants generally 
were also stormed before the day had 
got started well. The demand for win- 
ter suits and for overcoats was easily 
met, and hundreds of them were sold on 
Monday. On every side Atlanta pre- 
sented the appearance of having on its 
new suit and overcoat. Rather light 
suits, that had done duty during the 
warm fall weather, were supplanted by 
heavier clothes that had been tucked 
away since their purchase early in the 
fall, or others that had been bought 
that very day. 

Many farmers took advantage of the 
weather to kill hogs. Director von 
Herrmann answered telephone ecalls 
from all over Fulton and adjoining 
counties Monday. Farmers wanted to 
know if the cold would last, and if they 
might safely kill their winter meat. To 
one and all the weather man answered 
that it was the tiem to kill hogs. 

On the streeté® there was a hustle 
and bustle that was pleasant to ob- 
serve after the lassitude that the un- 
commonly warm fall had produced. 
People no longer tdled on the streets, 
but fought their-way against the wind 
and went ditecthl dn‘their various er- 
rands without ing time. The com- 
ing winter and e bustling trade in 
the stores and-s#hops gave things a real 
prosperity lok and shéwed that there 
was plenty of money in Atlanta, wait- 
ing only to be spent. 

The Coldest Day. 


December has before this proved a 
decidedly cold month, and in many 
vears the mercury has gone down to 
where water couid not run freely. The 
coldest day ever recorded in December 
during the thirty-five vears of weather 
bureau history was 1 degree above zero 
on December 30, 1880. The very cold- 
est day ever recorded in Atlanta was 
on February 13, 1889, when the mer- 
cury dropped to 8% degrees below zero. 

For the past two years December 8 
has been below freezing, but not quite 
as cold as this year. The minimum 
temperature one yearago Monday was 
97 degrees, while two years ago it 
degrees. The lowest tempera- 
recorded on December 8 Was 
in 1882. when the thermometer regis- 
tered 12 degrees above zero. 

January is expected to be a decidedly 
cold month, and 1914 may be ushered 
in with some low temperatures that 
will make overcoats and extra heavy 
suits quite the fashionable article of

Around 
the ballot ‘boxes voters were scarce as 
hen’s teeth, and the tellers were kept 
yawning and rolling cigarettes all day. 

A very different scene transpired at the 
bull ring. The arena accommodates 25,000 
people. It was crowded to capacity, with 
spectators thronging the aisles and cling- 
ing on to the roof. No one went home 
until the last bull met his coup de grace, 
and. then the big assembly dispersed in 
exuberant cheerfulness, ivst as though tne 
revels were not slowly creeping forward 
only a few hundred miles away. 

All of which means that the people, of 
Mexico City at least, have rated Huerta at 
his true worth and have decided that it 
is useless to participate in any more of 
his political experiments. They reason that 
if they vote convictions contrary to his 
views, their votes will hardly be expressed 
in action. So they refrain from futility 
and proceed to enjoy themselves after their 
own fashion, whith is not our fashion, of 
course, but which seems to afford them 
considerable diversion from the gloom that 
must now sit heavily over the capital.

People will 
realize that I am crumbling away like some 
melancholy ruin. The presence of false teeth 
argues that a man wears a wig and a wood- 
en larynx and leather hinges in his knees. 

“False teeth always give themselves 
away. They are entirely too beautiful. They 
are of such a dazzling white that a man’s 
mouth looks like Christmas eve in Spitz- 
bergen when he opens his rosebud lips to 
take a chew of fine cut tobacco—he can’t 
bite a piece off a plug.

The National Primary and the 
South. 


(From The Houston Post.) 

Looking further ‘ffito President Wilson's 
recommendation of a national primary to se- 
lect candidates for president and the result 
of such a policy upon southern political 
power and influence, we ascertain some in- 
teresting facts. 

The Old South—Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas and 
Tennessee—had in 1910 a total population of 
22,400,934, or 24.3 per cent of the total pop- 
ulation. 

In the electoral college of 1912, these 
states cast 126 votes, or 23.7 per cent of the 
whole. ‘ 

In the Baltimore convention, they pos- 
sessed 23.7 per cent of the voting strength of 
the states. 

In the election of November, 1912, these 
eleven states of the Old South polled a total 
vote of 1,542,855,*or 10.3 per cent of the 
whole. 

In the election of 1912, the single state 
of New York—population 9,113,279, 10 per 
cent of all, electoral vote 45, convention vote 
90—cast 1,587,982, or 10.5 of the total. 

In other words, New York, with 10 per 
cent of the total population, less than $8.3 
per cent of the electoral vote, the same pro- 
portion of the convention vote, cast 45,000 
more votes than the eleven states of the 
Old South. 

Without regard to party considerations at 
all; therefore, the national primary would 
reduce the power of the south in the nom- 
ination of presidents from 23.7 per cent to 
10.3 per cent, or less than the single state of 
New York. 

From the democratic standpoint, the 
change would be even more radical. The 
South is the backbone of the democracy. 
Going back to 1908, when the fight was be- 
tween the two old parties, and the demo- 


eratic candidate received a larger vote than) 


Mr. Wilson received last year, the eleven 
states mentioned above gave the ticket all 


the electoral votes it received, save 42 from 
the states of Colorado, Kentucky, Nevada, 
Nebraska, Maryland and Oklahoma. 

And yet the states of New York and 
Ohio, one of which went democratic for 
president last year for the first time in 
twenty years and the other for the first time 
since the civil war, cast more democratic 
votes than the eleven states of the Old 
South. 

If, therefore, the national primary elec- 
tion law is enacted, and the republican party 
becomes reunited, we will have in all like- 
lihood the spectacle of the democrats of two 
states—at best doubtful—exercising more 
power and influence in democratic councils 
than the old Southern group that has main- 
tained the integrity of the democratic party 
in all the vicissitudes it has encountered for 
half a century. 

We ask the consideration of this matter 
by the people of the South who have stood 
by the democratic party when nearly all 
others had deserted it. We ask our southerrr 


president and ‘our southern congressmen, 
who now dominate the government, if it is 
right to deflower the citizenship of the 


South and the democratic party of the South 
in any such manner? 

It seems to us that the national primary 
would be the first step toward the ultimate 
dissolution of the Solid South,which has sus- 
tained the democracy in every crisis and 
brought it clean-handed ‘back to _ control 
after so many years of patient waiting and 
unwavering faith.

In 1875, Captain J. A. Lawson startled 
Europe by his publication of a book entitled 
“Wanderings in New Guinea.” It created a 
great sensation as giving a graphic account 
of a country of which Europe was unfamiliar, 
and in which they were deeply interested. 
It was so striking in its descriptions and so 
interesting in its details that it was accepted 
as a classic of its character, and for a time 
Captain Lawson was very much in the pub- 
lic mind. 

But Lawson’s success was to be short- 
lived, for it wag finally discovered that he 
was a faker and he was dealt with accord- 
ingly. -His method of lying shows some of 
the influence‘of Sir John Mandeville, probably 
the greatest of all artists in this line. Law- 
son's book was based on the same straight- 
forward narrative of supposed events, put 
down, as in a traveler's journal, just as they 
are supposed to have occurred. The taste 
of the author's accurate and learned times 
obliged him to restrict himself to marvels 
of an approved scientifiCc nature, such as 
fairly high mountains and moderately large 
beasts, and to eschew such things as magic 
and monsters, in. deference to the advanced 
stage of intelligence. 

The book was published in London in 
1875. Unfortunately for lovers of this sort 
of thing the book had a very short run, and 
his publishers called in and destroyed most 
of the edition, so that the volume is rather 
a rarity in our day. 

In his description of an ascent of the 
gigantic imaginary Mount Hercules, Law- 
son produced passages of his entertaining 
work, interesting to note, which read 
strangely Hke pages from a modern Arctic 
explorer’s report. “The cold,” he says, “now 
became excessive. My hands were so numb 
I could not feel whether I had fingers or 
not. 

“The water in our bottle was a mass of 
ice. We had very little extra clothing, with 
the exception of our. blankets. Aboo be- 
came quite lethargic and several times sat 
down and fell asleep instantly. I was obliged 
to use rough means to awaken him. Noth- 
ing was visible but snow of the most daz- 
zling whiteness. Every peak and crag was 
covered with it, and it hung from the edges 
of the cliffs in long, fleecy masses. Beneath

It was one o'clock and the greates 
elevation attained was 25,314 feet. Return 
ing, three large white eagles were seen.”

+ by its library name, is a Smoothly written 
circumstantial day-by-day narrative of 28 
pages. *It is perfection in most points of th 
technique of popular scientific deception. I! 
is wonderful enough to cause the public t 
Sape, yet not too fantastic. It excels at th 
Same time in circumstantial detail the back 
bone of good lying, just as of g00d fictio 
and good truthtelling, for that matter, too 
It is always entertaining, often heroic. 

The writer tells in a bright, bellevabl 
way of the greatest variety of things. H 
sees some volcantes at night. He notes som 
peculiar moss. He shoots two man-like apes 
He beholds a “magnificent” snake of grea 
dimensions. He passes a miserable night i 
a tempest. He describes shooting a Ne 
Guinea tiger larger than the Bengal tiger 
His faithful servant Toolo is smitten by sun 
stroke and shoots himself in a fit of madnes 
with Lawson's rifle, putting the barrel !

Washington, December §.—‘Vora- 
Cious vultures of the market places,” 
and “plunderbund of food sharks” were 
characterizations applied to cold stor- 
age speculators who corner perishable 
foodstuffs to boost prices, by Repre- 
sentative MekKellar, of Tennessee, 
when he spoke today, championing his 
bill for federal regulation of the cold 
Storage business. 


Aimed at the Dishonest. 

Saying that his proposed legislation 
Was not designed to injure the cold 
storage business, as such, Mr. McKel- 
lar declared: 

“The drastic 
only aimed At 
honest, at the gamblers, at 
cious vultures who stand around in 
the market place and reap where they 
fave not sown, and fatten other 
people's food. I do not believe any 
member this great house will stand 
up for such plunderbund of food 
Sharks.’ 

The McKellar bill, 
scribe both prison 
fines for violation of its provisions, 
would make it illegal to ship adulter- 
ated and ci dheanded food products in 
interstate commerce and would limit 
the periods in which food products 
mav be held in storage without becom- 
ing adulterated.

Almost every 
housewife in this country is complain- 
Ing ‘at the high cost of eggs and we 
find these gamblers not only corner- 
ing the price of eggs and reaping un- 
fair and unjust profits from it, 
actually laughing at the public. My 
bill would put these gamblers out of 
business and would give the consumer 
a chance.”

WILSON VISITS CAPITOL 


President Strolls About the 
Legislative Halls After 


Fashion of Tourist. 


’ 


Washington, December &.—President 
Wilson went to thecapitol today, not 
to deliver a message or to confer pos- 
sibly with members of congress, as has 
been his custom since he took office 
and began breaking century-old prece- 
dents, but to gaze after the fashion of 
the tourist and sightseer at the na- 
tion's legislative halls. 

The president’s visit was as unex- 
pected as it was odd. He had slipped 
into the capitol unobserved, climbed the 
fatiguing ascent of numberless steps 
at the west entrance, and was one of 
a group of sightseers in the rotunda 
before word spread through the halls 
that the president was in the building. 
The president was accompanied only 
by his physician, Dr. Cary T. Grayson, 
U.S.N., and capitol guides, not know- 
whether or not the distinguished 
Visitor cared for their attention, stood 
in awe-struck hesitation at a distance. 

She Shook Hands With Wilson. 

“There's the president of the United 
States,” announced some of the guides 
to the groups they were leading 
about. 

“I don't believe it. He’s at the white 
house,” said one woman. She stepped 
forward to make sure, met the gaze of 
Wilson and, in her embarrassment, 
Others came up, but soon 
the president slipped through the 
crowd to Statuary hall, where some 
states have placed statutes of two of 
most famous citizens. The presi- 
dent looked at each statue and then 
walked on toward the house side. Just 
as he reached the end of one corridor 
u@ stopped suddenly. 

“Oh, it’s on the other side,””’ remarked 
the president, and bystanders knew he 
meant the president’s room, and had 
lost his bearings. On his way back 
toward the senate side of the building 
the president paused for a moment be- 
fore the statue of Thomas Jefferson. 
Passing on, he went by the supreme 
court, which was in session. He met 
Senator Hughes and, in answer to ths 
senator's. .surprised. query, explained 
that he was merely “taking a stroll.” 
Senator Hollis, of New Hampshire, hhap- 
pened along with a packet of docu- 
ments under his arm.

“That's good,” laughed the president, 
and passed on. He shook hands with 
Senators Shively, Chamberlain and oth- 
ers and finally arrived at the presi- 
dent’s, room.
